Bonn, Germany i Jf)— The West German gov ernment at­ 
tempted Mond ay to end a new controv ersy abou t its Com­ 
mon Market policy by reaffirming su pport for the mem­ 
bership of Denmark, Norway and Ireland . 
Norway ’s premier ind icated the Norwegians are no 
longer interested . 
The West German position was thrown into d ou bt by 
a remark Chancellor Konrad Ad enau er was reported to 
hav e mad e to Defense Minister Kai-u we Von Hassel. This 
was that Ad enau er opposed entry of Scand inav ian nations 
becau se it wou ld giv e socialist gov ernments a d ecisiv e 
v oice in Common Market matters. 
Von Hassel talked abou t the chancellor’s opinions at 
a closed meeting of the d ominant Christian Democratic 
Party in Kiel Jan. 26. When v ersions 6 f this leaked ou t 
ov er the weekend . Von Hassel claimed he had been part­ 
ly misinterpreted , bu t d id not issu e an ou tright d enial. 
Ad enau er’s office has d eclined comment. 
Depu ty Press Chief Werner Kru eger told a news con­ 
ference West Germany mad e it clear d u ring the Bru ssels 
negotiations that it wou ld su pport membership for Den­ 
mark, Norway and Ireland , all of which sou ght it on the 
cond ition that Britain wou ld enter. 
Kru eger said this position is u nchanged ; “neither in 
word nor d eed has the gov ernment ev er acted d ifferently .” 
Ad enau er plead ed with parliament last week to be 
taken on his word . He d enied any intention of try ing to 
set u p a “little Eu rope” d ominated by France and West 
Germany that wou ld shu t ou t Britain and v eer away 
from U.S. lead ership.

d isaster,” a Coast Gu ard of­ 
ficer at this search center 
said . “It cou ld hav e blown u p, 
or broken u p and su nk with­ 
ou t a su rv iv or. Or may be it 
was hijacked . God k n o w s 
where the tanker is now.” 
Planes and ships ranged as 
far ou t in the Atlantic as 280 
miles in seeking some sign of 
the v essel — or su rv iv ors— 
which sent its last rad io mes­ 
sage, a personal one from a 
crewman, the night of Feb. 
3 . Since then there has been 
no word of its fate, not ev en 
an SOS. 
Clearing skies ov er 
t h e 
search area brou ght ou t v ir­ 
tu ally all Coast Gu ard air­ 
craft stationed along the At­ 
lantic and Gu lf coasts.

Washington iUPI) — The 
gov ernment Mond ay reported 
su bstantial progress in t h e 
y ears-long effort to conv ert 
sea water to fresh water at 
reasonably economical rates. 
It recommend ed constru c­ 
tion of stand by conv ersion 
plants to combat d rou ghts in 
su ch areas as Sou thern Cali 
fornia, Florid a, Tex as, and 
New York . 
Und ersecretary of Interior 
James K. Carr told the Hou se 
Interior Committee that large 
plants probably cou ld su pply 
conv erted fresh water to big 
cities within a few y ears. The 
water cou ld be u sed by both 
ind u strial and home consu m­ 
ers. 
Pointing u p the growing 
need for water in the face of 
the world ’s ex pand ing popu la­ 
tion, Carr said that in su ch 
areas as Sou thern California 
“there ju st isn’t any m or e 
water” to be d ev eloped from 
the u su al sou rces. 
The price of water there, he 
said , “is whatev er y ou hav e 
to pay to get it.” 
Reporting on a d ecad e of 
efforts by the United States 
Carr said : 
“It appears that it is pos­ 
sible, particu larly in the Pa­ 
cific Sou thwest, with larger 
size plants and with k nown 
processes, to prod u ce water 
for abou t the same cost that 
it wou ld req u ire for transport­ 
ation of fresh water su pplies 
ov er long d istances.” 
Carr proposed that conv er­ 
sion plants be bu ilt in com­ 
bination with steam electric 
plants to hold d own costs.

Bu t Prav d a ad d ed , in a tone 
the Red Chinese cou ld hard ly 
mistak e: 
“If people continu e to fol­ 
low their erroneou s line, in­

Not in the nex t few days nor in the 
nex t few weeks nor months, probably, but 
at some time in the future we face the 
reality of that which we do today. For the 
most part, we live in the present as we 
have determined it to be by past actions. 
The current debate over U.S. foreign policy, 
therefore, is not a m atter likely to erupt 
into volcanic action at any moment but 
either the Kennedy administration or its 
critics have correctly surveyed our future 
world position. 
If the course charted by us today is 
wrong, it still may not be an irretrievable 
situation but it would 
have a most depress­ 
ing bearing on our fu­ 
ture. The c e n t r a l 
theme of this debate

campaign criticism of former President 
Eisenhower. 
This should not be at all unex pected in 
view of the attack waged by Kennedy in 
1960 against the foreign policies of his pred­ 
ecessor. The question is not whether we 
have embarked upon a clearly defined path 
but whether the path is one that will lead 
us out of the wilderness or further into the 
darkness. The course the United States is 
now taking will guide us over many rough 
waters but in many ways it seems an al­ 
most inevitable path to travel. It is certain 
that a foreign policy that leaves us drifting 
would lead to our defeat and any course 
at all is better than none as it at least 
raises definite possibilities. 


can be found in a statement made some 
time ago by President Kennedy. He warned 
the American people that they should ex ­ 
pect to be criticized from time to time be­ 
cause of U.S. ex ercise of its role as leader 
of the Western alliance. An alliance can be 
a strange thing but at best it is a binding 
together of nations for the common welfare 
of all. One thing it is not is a merging or 
surrendering of sovereignty. 
The President’s warning was prophetic. 
In a very short time thereafter we ex peri­ 
enced difficulties with three major allies— 
ex pressions on their part which clearly 
demonstrated the strong nationalistic tend­ 
encies that still ex ist in the midst of any 
alliance. 
Much of England grumbled even though 
she gave in to U.S. plans for substitution of 
the Polaris atomic submarine missile for 
the Skybolt weapon and its manned bomber 
portable launching pad. President Charles 
de Gaulle of France rudely shoved England 
aside in her bid for admission to the Euro­ 
pean Common Market. And Canada is in 
the midst of a political upheaval occasioned 
by U.S. disagreement with the atomic poli­ 
cies of our North American neighbors. 


Rockefeller has said that the adminis­ 
tration has used ruthless and precipitate 
methods toward our allies but his assertion 
is without any support. If Kennedy is right 
in regard to his missile policy and the role 
of the Air Force in our defense picture, 
then he was correct in his cancellation of 
Skybolt, whether it raised the ire of the 
British or not. 
And what could be ruthless about this 
nation’s efforts to secure a plate for Eng­ 
land in the Common Market? Upon the en­ 
try of England, the United States had 
pinned great hopes for ex pansion of her 
own trade through the new trade agree­ 
ments act passed in the 1962 session of 
Congress. The “ ruthless” tag might much 
better be applied to De Gaulle who has 
demonstrated such an attitude since the 
early days of World War II. 
Nor can it be said that we were “ruth­ 
less” in showing concern over the slow 
pace at which Can- 
a d a’s 
Conservative 
government was ful­ 
filling 
h e r 
nuclear 
agreements with us. 


The Goal Of 
Unity 


All three of these things have been 
cited by Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of New 
York as he throws the opening punches in 
what is obviously his bid for the 1964 GOP 
presidential nomination. He cites these 
three cases as ex amples of a faltering and 
uncertain foreign policy—a policy he de­ 
scribes as “erratic.” The New York gover­ 
nor has not yet zeroed in on the real crux 
of things. What has happened with regard 
to our foreign relations is not the result of 
any uncertainty. What is happening may or 
may not be wrong but there is believed to 
be a calculated plan behind it, not any er­ 
ratic ideas. Kennedy has made the decision 
to provide leadership, an answer to his 


Some of the same people who in times past, 
and with facts the same in principle as 
we face today, have called for greater U.S. 
initiative are now finding fault with the 
fruits of initiative. What Kennedy hopes to 
accomplish is a greater unity of purpose 
and concentration of effort and resources 
on the part of the Western world in meeting 
the threat of communism. 
The President is seeking to forge a 
greater alliance—one that is strong in the 
single-mindedness of its approach. It could 
fail because of action on our part but its 
difficulties at the moment are the result of 
nationalistic tendencies on the part, mainly, 
of France and to a much lesser degree, of 
England and Canada. The U.S. policy today 
is one calling for decisions and sacrifice 
long past due on the part of the entire 
Western alliance. 


On Slumbering 


On a certain pleasant day in August, 
1959 fifteen hundred persons congregated in 
the open country some miles north and 
west of St. Paul. They were there for the 
ground breaking of a $33 million flood con­ 
trol and irrigation project, specifically to be 
known as Sherman dam, the key installa­ 
tion for the Farwell project. 
The dam would inundate 2,800 acres fed 
by water principally diverted from the Mid­ 
dle Loup River. This would bring irrigation 
to at least 25,000 lowland acres down 
stream. 
This was looking ahead. Irrigation was 
to begin in 1963. 
Last week end a solitary visitor stopped 
his car on the roadway which runs 4,600 
feet across the completed dam. He looked 
downward and 93 feet below was the be­ 
ginning of a new lake forming an ice sheet 


covering about a section of land. To all in­ 
tents and purposes the project is on time. 
The river diversion and liie spring run-off 
are ex pected to provide for limited irriga­ 
tion this year. 
It was a thoughtful sight. Another por­ 
tion of Nebraska has made its step toward 
fulfilling its potential. 
But it was also sobering to realize, that 
most of Nebraska is still slumbering. It is 
still measuring this year’s achievement 
against last year’s, in short measuring it­ 
self against itself, happy if it is holding its 
own or making a slight advance. In terms 
of progress this is a delusion. A progressive 
state measures its achievement against its 
potential, not against its past. It is of little 
meaning if a region this year was two per 
cent better 'off than last year if it is 95 per 
cent short of what it could be if it stirred 
off its hunkers and developed its resources. 


We Have Kept The Faith 


It will be a poorly administered school 
today which will not inform its pupils that 
this is the birthday of Abraham Lincoln, 
the great emancipator, the rail splitter, the 
wandering poor boy who made good, the 
preserver of the Union and one of the most 
beloved, revered figures in history. And 
they will be quite correct in all that. And it 
will be a bad day for the nation and a bad 
day for the world should any less be done 
to keep the memory fresh regarding a 
great humanist and public servant. 
There is enough in the eventful and im­ 
portant life of Abraham Lincoln to ¡)rovide 
material for a tightly knit several-voliime 
biography of the man by Carl Sandburg, 
plus an ocean of other writings. Even so 
much does not “cover” him, albeit a para­ 
graph will suffice for the average man, 
living notably. 
But the scope of Abraham Lincoln’s life 
was not confined to his actions to solve the 


AM A For Liberalization 


Faced with another congressional battle 
this year over Social Security financed med­ 
ical care to the aged, the American Medical 
Association has recommended liberalizing 
changes in the Kerr-Mills laws. This should 
not be construed to mean, however, that 
the AMA recommends a liberal program. 
The main point covered by the AMA 
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has to do with elgibility. It would seek to 
ex { and the program to include benefits for 
those who suffered a serious illness, I he 
ex penses of which would reduce their 
annual income to the max imum income 
level permitted for assistance. This, of 
course, is a matter tlial is determined by 
the states so the AMA would have some 
difficulty putting its plan into effect re­ 
gardless of its merit. 
The Nebraska law, for instance, which 
is now in the Legislature calls for benefits 
only if annual income does not ex ceed $1,800 
for an indivddiual and $2,400 for a couple. 
The r\MA would have this changed so that 
annual income would make little difference 
If annual income were twice the above 
amounts but the cost of illness would re­ 
duce it to those minimums, the person 
would be eligible for benefits. 
Reports to date have not given details of 
the AMA and the idea could be of help or 
of little meaning, depending upon those de­ 
tails. The income minimums should certain­ 
ly be increased and two other provisions, 
about which the AMA says nothing, should 
be removed from the Nebraska bill These 
provisions put first responsibility for med­ 
ical care to the aged on the shoulders of 
financially responsible children and in the 
case of advanced aid, place a 'ien against 
the property of the recipient. This leaves 
the AMA and Nebraska a long way to go • 
before the Kerr-Mills approach can meet 
with widespread approval.

Poverty Still Real 


But More Out Of View 


WASHINGTON-A lot of 
people will be writing about 
Abe Lincoln today and h i s 
goal of government of the 
people, by the people, and 
for the people. They a l s o 
will be speculating whether 
all of the people can be 
fooled 
how 
much of 
the 
time. 
Things 
haven’t 
changed 
very much since Abe Lin­ 
coln’s day. In a dictatorship 
you have to keep p e o p l e 
quiet. In a democracy you 
have to fool at least 51 per 
cent of the people all of the 
time, or else fool all the 
people 51 per cent of the 
time. 
But though Abe L i n c o l n 
had his ideas about fooling 
the people, the main battle 
he fought was that of wealth 
vs. poverty. His drive to 
free the slaves was really a 
battle against wealth, be­ 
cause the slaves of t h a t 
era, the poorest people in 
the nation, nevertheless rep­ 
resented the greatest single 
property in the nation, the 
means of wealth for t h e 
property 
owners 
of 
t h e 
South. 
If Lincoln were alive today, 
and in an ironic mood, he 
might rephrase one line of 
his Gettysburg address to 
read: “Government of the 
wealthy, by the wealthy, and 
for the wealthy.” 
If he were alive he would 
be the first to study t h e 
figures of the Commerce De­ 
partment 
and 
the 
recent 


books on poverty showing 
that about one-fifth of t h e 
American people live in pov­ 
erty.

Michael Harrington, auth­ 
or of “The Other America; 
Poverty in the United States,” 
estimates that forty to fifty 
million Americans live in 
poverty. 
“The poor,” he says, “are 
increasingly slipping out of 
the ex perience and conscious­ 
ness of the nation. If the 
middle class never did like 
ugliness and poverty, it was 
at least aware of them. 
‘Across the tracks’ was not 
a very long way to go. 
“Now . . . the poor still 
inhabit the miserable housing 
in the central area, but they 
are 
Increasingly 
isolated 
from contact with or t h e 
sight of anybody else. Living 
out in the suburbs, it is easy 
to assume that ours is an 
affluent society. 
“The poor . . . are without 
lobbies. They put forward no 
legislative program. 
T h e y 
have no face, no voice . . . 
only the social agencies have 
a really direct imvolvement 
with the other America. For­ 
ty to fifty million people are 
becoming increasingly invis- 
ible.’

Certain­ 
ly, if Mr. Lincoln could return to the scene 
today and see this high tension nation so 
powerful, so sophisticated, and so different 
than he knew he would say incredulously, 
“Did I start all this?” 
In that he would share with a returning 
George Washington and Thomas Jefferson 
a feeling almost of unbelief. Yet he and 
they would understand the victory of their 
shared hope. 
That hope was that this nation would 
persevere as the refuge and champion of 
all free societies. What they hoped to es­ 
tablish as an ideal we are supplying today 
in substance.

Moon Expedition 


Is Treqty Result 


WASHINGTON—An event 
that passed almost unnoticed 
the other day was the signing 
of a treaty ending one of 
those submerged warfares 
within the bureaucracy that 
have in the past ex ploded 
into violent public view. 
The treaty, signed by Sec­ 
retary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara and James E. 
Webb, head of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration, creates a joint

of

influential ele­ 
ments in the Pentagon to 
gain a larger if not the dom­ 
inant share of the far-reach­ 
ing thrust into outer space 
for the military. 
A document widely circu­ 
lated outlined the ways in 
which the Air Force would 
go about it to create public 
acceptance of the need for 
the military to move in to 
insure against Soviet domi­ 
nation in the weaponry of 
space. This might, if it had 
been pushed, have taken the 
form of the clandestine, prop­ 
aganda 
bureau 
that 
the 
Navy operated some years 
ago to promote the future of 
the

downgrade the role of the 
strategic bomber. 
It did not happen for two 
reasoDi. In the Pentagon to­ 
day McNamara ex cercises a 
far more effective control 
over the rival services than 
any of his predecessors. In 
Webb, NASA has an admin­ 
istrator determined to live 
up to the Space Act of 1958 
in which Congress declared 
“that it is the policy of the 
Hnited States that activities 
in space should be devoted 
to peaceful purposes for the 
benefit of afr mankind.”

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LIFE BEGINS AT FORTY: 
Interest In Ancient Art Of "Decoupage' Is Increasing

My quest for nov el uses 
for leisure time led me re­ 
cently to decoupage. This is 
an old French word which 
means cutting and pasting. 
It describes the art of cut­ 
ting out artistic 
p a p e r 
forms or pictures and past­ 
ing 
t h e m 
to 
furniture, 
box es or walls. 
As an indication of its 
profitable potentials, 
con­ 
sider an old chest of draw­ 
ers which one might buy 
at an auction for |5 . An ex ­ 
pert at decoupage might 
transform such, a chest into 
a handsome piece of furni­ 
ture worth perhaps sev eral 
hundred dollars. 
The top authority on this 
ancient art is Dorothy na r­ 
rower. J ust a dozen y ears 
ago she decided to ex plore 
the 
world of decoupage. 


And today , at 66, she is au­ 
thor of the only book on 
the subject and in constant 
demand as a lecturer and 
teacher. 
“ I had long admired ex ­ 
pensiv e Italian and French 
furniture which had been 
decorated v ia decoupage,” 
s a i d 
this 
well-groomed, 
friendly woman whose ear­ 
ly careers embraced both 
the 
theater 
and 
interior 
decoration. ‘“After passing 
the half-century milestone 
I decided to make it my 
career. I read ev ery thing I 
could find on decoupage, 
and then started decorating 
box es, 
coffee tables and 
chests. Gradually my work 
began to acquire a profes­ 
sional look. 
“ One of my greatest prob­ 
lems was finding sources 


for the elegant and ex qui­ 
site papers, gilt cut-outs, 
classic pictures and designs 
required 
in 
decoupage. 
They aren’t printed or cre­ 
ated in the U.S. so I went 
to Europe where they are 
still manufactured and hav e 
now become the leading 
importer of these supplies.” 
Mrs. narrower and her 
husband—a 
retired 
stock­ 
broker—formerly liv ed 
in 
New York. But two y ears 
ago they bought a hand­ 
some 20-room 
c ol on i a l 
house ov erlooking a riv er 
in the tiny hamlet of Upper 
Black Eddy , Pa. Here her 
husband and two employ ees 
handle the business end of 
the operation, while s h e 
studies, teaches and cre­ 
ates in her chosen field. 
‘‘Our supplies are adv er- 


tised in two or three maga­ 
zines,” she said, ‘‘and we 
get mail from all ov er the 
world. Although millions of 
people hav e nev er heard of 
‘decoupage,’ interest is ris­ 
ing annually . I spend two 
or three months on the lec- 
t u r e circuit, and h ol d 
classes in my home.” 
I asked about the com­ 
mercial possibilities. ‘‘They 
are really unlimited,” she 
replied. ‘‘Once a person has 
seen a piece of furniture 
beautifully decorated with 
decoupage, he tends to be­ 
come fascinated with this 
old world art. Most people 
simply pursue it as a re­ 
warding personal hobby . But 
those men and women with 
an artistic flair who become 
truly skillful at decoupage 
can readily go into business 


selling decorated furniture 
and giv ing lessons. 
‘“If I were just a house­ 
wife with a retired husband, 
I’m sure life would occa­ 
sionally 
become 
monot­ 
onous. But with a liv ely 
new career and new con­ 
tacts, each day is challeng­ 
ing and ex citing. Talk about 
life beginning at 40—it real­ 
ly began for me when 1 
discov ered decoupage.”

A resolution to make Great 
Britain’s Sir Winston Church­ 
ill a citizen of the State of 
Nebraska was introduced in 
the State Legislature Monday 
by Sen. Sam Klav er of Oma­ 
ha. 
Action on the resolution was 
deferred. 
Sen, Klav er said he was 
prompted to introduce the res­ 
olution by a similar resolution 
pending in the U.S. Congress, 
to confer honorary U.S. cit­ 
izenship on the British states­ 
man. 
Sens. J av its (R-NY) and 
Magnuson 
(D-Wash.) 
hav e 
said they fear the federal res­ 
olution faces a legal obstacle. 
They think it is necessary for 
Sir Winston to become a citi­ 
zen of a state before he can 
qualify .

Also advanced 6-0 by the 
committee was an amended 
version of a water pollution 
control bill. 
LB9 3, had been held by the 


committee for two weeks, but 
Monday after an agreement 
was reached by the State 
Health Board and Water Pol­ 
lution Control Council, it was 
amended and advanced with­ 
out opposition. 
Individuals Too 
The amended bill says th e 
Health Board must issue a li­ 
cense before any disposal sys­ 
tem can be constructed. Pri­ 
vate individuals as well as 
cities and villages would be 
subject to provisions of the 
bill. 
K i 11 e d by the committee 
was a bill, LB302, proposing 
to have an autopsy performed 
on a deceased person 4 hours 
after death if written author­ 
ization stated that certain or­ 
gans could be removed for 
therapeutic or scientific uses. 
Sen. Kenneth L. Bowen of 
Red Cloud, bill introducer, 
asked to have the measure 
killed. He explained that pub­ 
lic sentiment felt the 4-hour 
limit was too restrictive. 
Presently the law states 
that the autopsy shall be per­ 
formed “without delay.”
